Save Crockery.

Whereas it formerly often took until 
three o'clock in the afternoon to com- 
pletho tho tedious process after din- 
ner, tho girls now finish their work 
almost at tho hour that tho' dining 
room doors nro closed. 
The dishes 


aro placed In a rack, a switch closed, 
a rheostat lover moved a notch or two 
and the work is done. 


In appearance tho dish 
washer 


which Is of tho Binkesleo model, con- 
sists of two galvanized Iron tanks 
about twcnty-iour Inches In diameter 
tho tops of which stand nearly threo 
feet above the floor. One of theso 
tanks Is filled with hot water and 
soap suds, tho other with boiling wa- 
ter. 
Tho tank containing tho suds 


has a wire recoptablo In tho center 
In which Is placed a rack full of dish- 
es. 
When the dishes, piled Into the 


rack, without regard to size, havo 
been placed In tho tank of suds, a 
turbine like wheel at tho baso of tho 
tank and with long curved blades 
about the circumference is set In mo- 
tion by an electric motor, and the wa- 
ter Is vollontly churned by their ac- 
tion. 
After n few minutes In tho 


suds tho rock is lifted out and placed 
In tho tank of boiling water from 
which It IP set on an Inclined drain 
where the dishes dry. 


'Half n dozen or more racks aro used 


and the process goes on as rapidly 
as tho dishes can bo piled up in the 
racks. 
No dishes aro broken or nick- 


ed, and tho saving in time is consid- 
erable.

While the rest home seems certain 


to be established there Is a question 
about how extensive the movement 
will be. 
The original 
idea was to 


• have the home exclusively for the use 
of women and children but at 
this 


meeting there developed a strong sen- 
timent In favor of making provision 
for the farmers as well as for their 
families. 
It was thought by many 


that If an entire house was secured 
there might be a men's reading room 
and that the dining room at least 
might be open to the men so that a 
man and his wife who were in the 
city to trade might 
enjoy 
their 


lunch together. 


Must Be Conservative 
Other projects, such as the 
estab- 


lishment of club rooms for the young 
working women of the city and for the 
young men also were spoken of but 
those who have given the 
most 


thought to the subject believe that 
these excellent plans must be kept 
separate from the rest home. 
They 


believe that there in danger In at- 
tempting to do too much and that if 
the rest home Is to accomplish the 
hoped for results there must bo a 
•wise conservatism in the policy of 
administration. 
Expense to bo 
In- 


curred must also be considered and 
may possibly limit the plans to be 
executed. 


Committee to Investigate 


In order to determine just 
what 


needs to be done and how It can best 
be accomplished, the committee on 
ways and means has been empowered 
to make a thorough 
Investigation. 


This committee consists of Mesdames 
J. T. Henderson. O. F. Nowlan. C. V. 
' Kerch and J. I-. Ford. 
These ladles 


have been asked to find out 
what 
quarters are available for the rest 
home, what the approximate expense 
will be. what support the organization 
may count on from other organiza- 
tions, such as the Twilight club and 
the Social Union club and what the 
attitude of the merchants of the city 
is toward the project. 


On Permanent Organization 


The committee on permanent organ- 
ization Includes Mesdames Stanley B. 
Smith, \\VG. Palmer and A. E. Tan- 
berg. 
This committee will determine 


on tho form of organization which 
will best meet the requirements of 
tho situation and will also serve as a 
nominating committee to select the 
officers and board of directors for the 
organization. 
These committees, es- 


pecially the ways and means commit- 
tee, will confer with the Twilight 
club committee and'any others which 
may bo appointed to assist in the 
movement. 


Mayor Endorses Movement 


Rev. Uenlson presided at Wednes- 


days meeting and after briefly stating 
Its object he called on Mayor Rich- 
ardson to address the ladles. 
The 


mayor spoke directly to the point say- 
ing that he wished to add his word of 
encouragement In the work which the 
ladies are undertaking. 
He voiced 


tho appreciation of the city olllclals. 
From an advertising standpoint alone 
tho home would be a great thing for 
the city. 
It Is generally conceded 
that trade Is Increased by contribut- 
ing to the comfort of the customers. 
This fact is recognized l»y 
the largo 


metropolitan stores. 
Whjlle some 


will contribute to this movement with 
mercenary objects in view, the speak- 
er felt that the women are actuated 
by higher motives. They may fool the 
men into believing that they are prom- 
pted by business reasons but 
their 


real motive lies In the pity for the 
women and children who are forced 
to spend weary hours In this city with 
no place, open to thorn where they 
may find rest and refreshment. They 
would find their highest reward 
in 


the love of those whom they serve. 
As mayor of tho city and as nn In- 
dividual, he was heartily In sympathy 
with the movement and would do all 
in his power to aid it. 


Madison Rest Room 
Tho ladies then had the privilege 


of listening to Mrs. Warren 
D. Park- 
er, who recently moved to this city 


the leading spirits In the establish- 
ment of the Maolson rest room. 
She 


spoke enthusiastically of Its success 
and gave tho Interesting facts con- 
cerning it establishment and 
its 


maintenance. 
The board of 
the 


Woman's Exchange had felt tho cry- 
ing need of doing something for the 
women who came to tne city to trade. 
They Investigated tho subject thor- 
oughly and found that the women gen- 
erally followed their husbands about 
listlessly and often were obliged to 
sit on doorsteps or sidewalks 
to 
rest. 
Many months were spent In 


Investigation and finally about a year 
ago the women decided to establish a 
room. 
They appointed a committee 
to 


visit the merchants who gave the 
movement their hearty support. The 
merchants felt the need of having 
some other place than their stores 
for women and children to do their 
waiting in and yet they appreciated 
tho fact tliat the men spent more mon- 
ey In the stores, and less In tiio sa 
loons when the women accompanied 
them to town. 


How Expenses Are Met 


Tho Forty Thousand club was ap 


pealed to and agreed to pay

rent for one year and for future years 
if the experiment was u success. The 
Elks provide the fuel, the City Elec- 
tric company gas for heating and cook 
Ing to the amount of $l.f>0 u month 
and the City laundry does the wash- 
ing tree. 
While It is called a rest 


room. It is really a home. 
it Is a 


brick house of ten rooms besides the 
toilet and bath rooms) It is lighted 
with gas and heated with hot air. The 
furniture was solicited from house to 
house. 
The matron furnishes light lunches 


if desired or dinners when notified In 
advance. 
An intelligence bureau is 


conducted in 
connection with tho 


home, a register is kept, there are 
three rooms In which girls who come 
to the city to seek employment may 
secure temporary lodgings and the 
home Is equipped with bndy carriages 
and cradles. 
Mrs. Parker answered 


many questions concerning the ex- 
pense and the 
management of tho 


Madison rest room.

Rev. Denlson made some pertinent 


remarks, saying that while Janesville 
has no men's club which Is In a posi- 
tion to stand back of the movement 
financially as the Forty

and the league was expected to take 
an Interest In It. 


Before definite action was taken.the 


committee very wisely decided to con- 
fer with tbo representative commit- 
tees of both parties and Invitations 
•were sent out for a Joint meeting. 
The republican comml:tee accepted 
the Invitation and tho 
democratic 


committee declined, but this did not 
make It a republican meeting, as half 
the members of the league commit- 
tee are democrats 


The suggestion1" to hold a 
mass 


meeting at the opera . house next 
Saturdayevening 
was a non-partisan 


suggestion and It was adopted In the 
interests of the city, so that the peo- 
ple Irrespoctlve of 
party, could be 


given an opportunity to express their 
views freely as to the policy to be 
adopted. 
The Recorder of yesterday morning 
attempts to speak for the democrat- 
ic party and In a defiant mood, throws 
down the gauntlet and says that the 
party will placea full ticket in 
the 


field. 
This will doubtless be done, 


but the Gazette Is not prepared 
to 


believe that the Recorder voices the 
sentiment'of the democratic party.

The moral of the story may be ap- 


plied to far more weighty matters 
than the regulation of bicycles or au- 
tomobiles.
